WOMAN-SUFFRAGE IN MICHIGAN. 

In default of any other political issue, the 
people of Michigan are just now violently ex- 
ercised upon the question of woman-suffrage, 
as they will have to vote upon the amendment in 
September next. The woman-suffragists are 
making an active canvass, and have brought out 
Mrs. Cady Stenton, who is stumping the State. 
Her manner of opening the canvass, however, 
has not been very satisfactory, and some of the 
friends of the movement are beginning to 
question whether she, is not doing more 
harm than good to the cause. Our ex- 
changes from that State treat the move- 
ment as the most important public question 
now pending ii Michigan, and « few extracts 
from them, therefore, will be of interest as 
showing the cokdition of public sentiment. The 
Detroit Tribune says: It is not unfair criticism 
upon the woman-suffrage canvass to say that 
the opening by Mrs. Stanton hag been anything 
but happy. aud has proved unsatisfactory to some 
of the starchest friends of the pending amend- 
ment.”

The people of the 
United States can find better use for this 
$5,000,000 than to pay it into the pockets of the 
wealthy stockholders of n corporation that 
might very well be dispensed with.

CANADIAN RECIPROCITY AND CHEAP

the wife may choose, This is by constitutional and 
statutory provisions, which also prevail in many other 
States. They have been framed very much as if the 
authors supposed legal wrongs in the marriage rela- 
tion could come from one side only.

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

Sr. Loum May 28.—The attendance at the 
Assembly was larger to-day than during any 
otber of the Conference. The, first business of 
importance was the reading of an overture that 
will be s historic document in the annals of the 
Presbyterian Whureh, viz.: A statement from 
the declaration and testimony of the Synod of 
Missouri, reviewing the history of the great 
fights in the Synod of 1865in Pittsburgh, and 


of St. Louis in 1866. Then, in the most touch- 


ing terms, it explained the doctrines, principles, 
and rules that ought, and do, obtain in 
the Presbyterian Church in America, and 
wound up by intimating that the Synod of Mis- 
souri, that had thus felt aggrieved by the action 
of the General Assemblies. of 1865 and 1866, had 
hesitated in joining the Southern Presbyterians, 
because they believed that the General Assem- 
bly now in session in St. Lous would do them 
entire justice, and that it was better to await 
the action of the General Assembly before lis- 
tening to further overtures from their Southern 
brethren: 

Dr. James H. Brooks, of this city, was the 
Chairman of the Committee which presented this 
document tothe Assembly.

QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE. 


The Rev. H. H. Garnett (colored), of New 
York, rose toa question of privilege. Father 
Hunt had characterized the Emancipation 
Proclamation asone of the most uujust and 
unwise acts ever done. He regretted that such 
a remark had emanated from any member of the 
Assembly, and he foundit hard to reconcile 
Father Hunt's statement on a previous occasion, 
that hd had ema gp ated all his slaves before 
the law compelled “um to do so, with what he 
had since said. He could not sit by and hear 
that proclamation alluded to in that manner 
without saying a word. Father Hunt had said 
that the black could not be raised out of ignor- 
ance, but he would tell him and the world that 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ can raise everybody 
up. 

Father Hunt explained his remarks, repeating 
the statement quoted, but the Assembly was 
unwilling to hear him at any length, and he had 
to take his seat. 

THE PUBLICATION BOARD. 

Dr. Alex. Reed then gained the floor, to con- 
tinue his remarks on the Board of Publication. 
He considered that the Presbyterian Church and 
ite members were not tenacious enough of its 
literature. They purchased many books that 
were not published by their own Boards. They 
were liberal in this respect, as well as in others ; 
and, as an instance of this, he mentioned the fact 
that last year the Presbyterians ve $6,000 
more to the Bible Society than any o denomi- 
nation. 

The Rev. Mr. Woods, of III., said 
that there was a great prejudice against the 
literature of the Presb i Charch, which 
was one reason why smaller.

A gentleman from Santa Fe, N. M., said that 
to make a minister sell books would be the 
means of making him lose his influence as a 
minister, As for himself, he used nearly all the 
Spanish literature which the Church publish 
and he wanted to say, whenever a man ask 
him what a book was worth, Oh, nothing, only 
that you will read it.” 

Mr. Gilkner, of Nebraska, a home mission- 
ary, said that it was impolitic to give the work 
of col e to miuisters, for thej reason that 
they have to neglect their ministerial work to 
engage init. Besides, he agreed with others 
that they lost their influence by being book-ped- 
ders. He asked if the city preachers would like 
ko get down from their pulpits now and travel 
a load of books, and 
““what was sauce for the goose was sauce for 
the gander,” and they should not ex the 

r, hard-working missionaries to do w they 
on't want to do themselves. He advised them 
not to touch the missionary work of the Board. 

The Assembly then took a recess. 

EVENING SESSION. 

The discussion as to whether the Board of 
Publication shall remain as at present, or be 
consolidated with the Board of Home Mission- 
aries, was resumed.

Dr. Crosby said the real question er dis- 
cussion was, Shall colportage be under the 
Board of Publication? No man should be a col- 

ur, aecordiog to his view; unless he was 
tted for the work, and he disliked to have it 
spoken of as a degradation fora minister to en- 
gage in it. Business matters are generally well 
attended to by ministerial hands, and the 2— 
of Publication should be in. the hands 
of business men, allowing it only $50,000 
for gratuitous distribution of its publications. 
If the missionary work of colportage and Sun- 
day-school were taken from the Board of Publi- 
cation, the New York churches would contribute 
ten times as much as they do now. 
Henry T. Ford, of Philadelphia, defended the 
in ability of the Board, and protested 
against the work of the Board being committed 
tothe Presbyteries. 

Dr. Breed, of Philadelphia, called attention to 
the fact that a report was ready from a commit— 
tee of business men appointed to investigate 
the subject, who gave as their opinion that the 
books of Publication Department are the 
cheapest on the market. , 

Dr. Reaser, of Topeka, thought a minister 
would have a hard time making sermons as he 
trudged along as a colporteur. 

THE CUMBERLAND CHURCH. 

At this point of the proceedings, the discus- 
sion was postponed in order that the Rev. Lewy 
Woods, delegate of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church, — 2 be heard. 

Mr. Woods extended the Christian greetings 
of his church to the Assembly. The phrascology 
of their creeds, he said, might be differeut, but 
in head, and heart, and conviction they were 
one church. He had not heard a sermon from a 
Presbyterian pulpit for twenty years that he 
coula not indorse every word of, and so he came 
to the conclusion that., if their creeds stood in 
the way of union, it was best to let them go.

r. Paul., May 28.—Gen. Terry’s information is 
that 400 Indians from the Cheyenne Agency have 
avowed their purpose to attack the Rees, who are 
under the protection of Fort Berthold. 
Whether they move against the Rees, Fort 
Lincoln, or any other fort, troops are ready to 
meet them, still leaving Custer strong enough to 
take the field. 4 Bismarck di 
just received says that considerable ex- 
citement exists at Fort Lincoln over 
an anticipated attack from the Cheyenne 
Agency In s, 400 strong, who left the Agency 
May 22, and should arrive here Saturday. One 
hundred more will join them at Standing Rock. 

An old Indian has warned Custer against the 
Black Hills expedition, saying that there would 
be bloody work, which may be expected. If the 
Cheyenne party comes within reach, Custer will 
attack them at once, and is prepared to follow 
them all summer if necessary.
